It is Fire Preven- 
tion Week as proclaimed by 
Mayor Lewis M. Howell. 

The week, October 8 to 14, 
has been set aside to brin| 
home to residents, bot 
young and old, the dangers 
of fires occuring in homes 
and the possible ways to 
prevent them from happen- 
ing. 


According to Marshal 
Gonsalves, every year 
many persons lose their 
lives due to fires, most often 
occcuring,during the sleep- 
ing hours from mighnight to 
6 a.m. Smoke, according to 
the Marshall, is the biggest 
killer as it does its deadly 
work before the flames 
reach one. In home fires, 
the majority of victims die 
because they are asleep 
when.-the fire starts and do 
not awaken in time to es- 
cape the smoke and flames. 


There are, according to 
the Marshall, some 2,000 
residential and apartment 
fires each day, amounting 
to some 700,000 per year. 
Over 6,000 persons die each 


year as a result of the fires, « 


and it is the elderly and the 
children who are usually 
the victims, he said. 


According to Marshall 
Gonsalves, many of the 
deaths could have been 
prevented by installation of 
smoke detectors and the 
local department is happy 
to give information and as- 
‘sistance in the purchase of 
smoke detector devices, he 
said. A telephone call to the 
Albany Fire Department, 
644-8546, will bring im- 
mediate results, he said. 


He also asked that local 
residents check their homes 
and eliminate potential fire 
hazards. He said to have 
heating equipment cleaned 
and checked prior to the 
Winter cold spell, and to 
keep stoves free of grease 
and fire away from towels . 
and curtains. Clear away 
clutter, he’said, and keép a 
neat home, thus defeating 
the possibility of fires.

BERKELEY — It just 
isn’t true that large num- 
bers of children are 
hyperactive. Or that they 
have been labeled as 
hyperactive. Or-that they 
are being treated with pow- 
erful drugs against 
hyperactivity. 


None of these widely be- 
lieved claims held up in a 
major study conducted by 
researchers at the Univer- 
sity of California, Berkeley. 


In the largest and most 
pe study yet made of 
yperactivity in the young, 
the researchers found that 
only one percent of elemen- 
tary school children show 
evidence of the behavior 
disorder. Little more than 
half of that small number 
was being treated with 
medication for a hyperac- 
tive condition. 


Nadine Lambert, profes- 
sor of education at UC Ber- 
keley, says she began the 
study five years ago in the 
wake of growing reports 
that as many as 20 percent 
of school children were 
hyperactive and attending 
classes highly drugged.

5,000 children in 200 clas-

and Contra Costa counties, 
including diverse urban and 
suburban areas near the 
Berkeley campus. The re- 
searchers made contact 
with parents; physicians 
and school teachers to 
make a list of all children 
who could be considered 
hyperactive. 


Sixty-two youngsters 
were defined as hyperac- 
tive by all three sources. 
The number rose to 224 
children (still only five per- 
cent of the sample) when 
children labeled hyperac- 
tive by only one or two of 
the sources were added.

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Real new generation 
college “‘kids”’ 


BERKELEY — The real 


_ “new generation’ of col- 


lege students isn’t arriving 
on campus at age 18 but 
rather at around age 38, ac- 
cording to a national study 
by University of California 
researchers. 

-And because they are 
usually unable to go away 
to school, these older stu- 
dents in increasing num- 
bers will be turning to their 
own communities for 
career guidance and educa- 
tional services. 

Mid-career change is in 
fact a growing phenomenon 
of American life, according 
to findings from a two- 

uear study just completed 

y the UC researchers. 

The research team inter- 
viewed more than 1,000 
older students and analyzed 
seven communities that 
has successfully helped 
them return to school. 

The findings will now be 
used to design adult educa- 
tion models that other 
communities can follow. 

® Most of the students 
(some 75 percent) were re- 
turning to school with fixed 
goals of either changing 
their careers or getting a 
major promotion in their 
present jobs. 

® About one fourth of the 
students said they were 
seeking personal fulfill- 
ment not necessarily as- 
sociated with career 
change. 

@ A majority of the stu- 
dents were women at- 
tracted to new careers in 
business administration, 

ublic administration and 
ealth services. 

Ages of the group varied 
between the late 20s and 

early 70s, with the average 
age at 38. 

Although between 12 and 
30 million adults are esti- 
mated to be in or ready to 
re-enter the school system, 
the UC project has been the 
first gaaior effort to draw a 
profile of the group and look 
at how communities can 
meet their goals. 

The study was conducted 
by J. Gilbert Paltridge, re- 
search educator at UC- 
Berkeley; Mary C, Regan, 

rofessor of applied be- 
avorial sciences at UC 
Davis; and Dawn G. 
Terkla, post-graduate re- 
searcher at Berkeley. 

According to the eit 
most of the students could 
not leave their home com- 
munity for an education. 
Seventy-four percent were 
married and were rearing 
and supporting a family. 

Half of the women and 
most of the men were 
employed fulltime while at- 
tending classes. 

The researchers found 
the mid-career population 

eur prisingly optimistic, 
with 81 percent seeing a 
career change as an ‘‘excit- 
ing opportunity.”’ 

Fralt of the adult students 
described the quality of 
their present lives as better 
than it had been in the past 
five years, and 80 percent 
felt that the next five years 
would be even better than 
the present. 

Only 12 percent felt sure 
that their age was working 
against their making a 
change. 

The researchers looked at 
older students and support 
services in areas scattered 
from rural Washington and 
California to Vermont and 
to major metropolitan cen- 
ters in New York, Rhode Is- 
land and Minnesota. 

Paltridge explained that 
a key reason why these 

communities were success- 
ful with adult education was 
because they had career 
counseling and guidance 
services.

He said he had seen rural 
areas overcome their hand- 
icap by starting toll-free 
telephone counseling ser- 
vices and developing gui- 
dance information centers 
in area libraries. 

One rural community, lo- 
cated 100 miles from a 
community college, pro- 
vided transportation for in- 
structors so they could 
teach evening classes. 

The researchers agreed

faced a different set of 
propblems. 

Paltridge explained their 
most glaring need was to 
coordinate their programs 
so classes would not be dup- 
licated and so that credits 
could be easily transferred. 

During.the next six 
months, the researchers 
will review their findings in 
“feedback’’ seminars in 
each of their study areas. 

Their next step will be to 
draw up a list of recom- 
mendations on how other 
communities can best meet 
the needs of their new stu- 
dents.

What is a “disoriented” 
cockroach? Does the na- 
tion's most prevalent pest 
really care if its elec- 
tromagnetic field is ‘‘al- 
tered?”’ Can a “modula- 
tion’’ of this field, undetect- 
able to humans, cause en 
masse evacuation of ter- 
mites? 

Such claims made on the 
labels of electromagnetic 
devices will be tested at the 
University of California at 
Riverside, beginning this 
month, under a $20,000 
grant from the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA). 

Project leader and UCR 
entomologist Mike Rust will 
help EPA evaluate the elec- 
tromagnets, profits from 
the sale of which produced 
at least one millionaire, 
One company reported 


12,000 devices sold here and 8 


abroad at $350 to $1,000 
each. 

UCR’s grant is one of five 
commissioned nationwide. 
Scientists at UC Davis, 
under another phase of the 
study, will conduct tests of 
the device’s impact on rats 
and mice. 

EPA has requested sam- 
ple products from five 
manufacturers marketing 
electromagnetic devices 
under a variety of brand 
names. The products emit 
an ultrahigh frequency, far 
too high to be humanly au- 
dible,-which “‘repels,”’ 
“*stresses’’ and ‘‘diso- 
rients’’ vermin, according 
to various ads. Pests that do 
not scatter allegedly enter a 
fatal, trancelike state in 
which they refuse to eat, 
drink or mate. Rats, 
gophers, mice, ants, 
roaches and termites are 
among those susceptible; 
pets, domestic animals and 

ame, luckily, are “not af- 
ected.” 

Recent tests.in EPA 
laboratories showed that 
two models of the Amigo 
device, manufactured by 
millionaire Robert Brown's 
Mira Mfg. Co. in Pine Val- 
ley, had no effect on rats or

The agency banned 
sale of the devices in 
March, under the 1972 Fed- 
eral Pesticide Act that al- 
lows EPA to regulate false 
or misleading claims in 
labels. 

Testimonials and even 
some scientifie opinions 
contradict EPA findings.

A’ chicken 
farmer north of San Diego 
said the device cleared 
10,000 mice, which were 
bothering his chickens, 
within four or five days. 

UCR’s Rust says, ‘The 
testimonial consists of this: 
someone had bugs or ro- 
dents, and now they are 
one. There are no sampl- 
ing procedures, no pre- and 
ost-evaluations. The ef- 
ects reported may not be 
attributable to the machine 
itself. For example, 
roaches will evacuate 
under adverse changes in 
temperature or humidity. If 
an apartment is vacated, 
eliminating the source of 
food and water, roaches 
will also vacate. These fac- 
tors will be carefully con- 
trolled in our tests,’’ he 
says. 

In the next 10 months, 
UCR scientists will study 
cockroaches “in the field” 
moderate-income 
apartments in the Los 
Angeles area — and 


drywood termites in the 
laboratory.

**We will count coc- 
kroaches and termites be~ 
fore and after the installa- 
tion of repellers,’’ says 
Rust. ‘Watching the effects 
of invisible, inaudible elec- 
tromagnetic waves is very 
different than applying a 
chemical on or near insects. 
Everything in this situation 
must be defined. For in- 
stance, drywood termites 
will have sealed themselves 
into the wood blocks. Would 
this change the supposed ef- 
fectiveness of the elec- 
tromagnet?”’ 

Electromagnetic fre- 
quencies up to 20,000 cycles 
per second are humanly 
audible as ‘‘sound."’ The 
repeller devices emit fre- 
quencies exceeding one 
million cycles per second, 
according to manufacturer 
Brown. 

“Insects are counted by 
reg them in food 
traps or flushing them out 
of shelter with a chemical 
irritant,’’ Rust explained. 
Whether insects refuse to 
eat, go into dormancy, re- 
fuse to mate, evacuate or 
die, it would be reflected in 
reduced counts.”’ 

The University of 
California entomologist de- 
scribes the various repel- 
lers as dise- or boxlike; in- 
side each is a rod sur- 
rounded by a coil. The 
battery-operated Nature 
Shield, manufactured by 
Solara of Costa Mesa, 
Calif., ‘\permanently con- 
trols 30 acres’’ and out- 
wardly resembles a 21-inch 
Gouda cheese.

The public hearing on the 
proposed changes in Al- 
bany’s City Charter came 
to a screeching halt Mon- 
day night when Councilman 
Robert Luoma, after hear- 
ing the first eight pages. of 
the Charter, made a motion 
that it be postposened for a 
couple of weeks for comple- 
tion, 

The only constructive 
thing that came from the 
reading by William E, Ha- 
den, Administrative Of- 
ficer, was a proposal that 
two City Council meetings 
per month be devoted to 
routine matters and two be 
devoted to open meetings 
for hearings and special is- 
sues. This, it is hoped, will 
cut down on the long, dra- 
wn out sessions that ac- 
complish little except a lot 
of excessive rhetoric. 

On October 17, the City
